The Examiner requests restriction to the claims to one of Groups I and II. The Applicant 
hereby elects to restrict to Group I (claims 1-15). Claims 16-21 are cancelled. 



The Examiner requests election of species of groups A(a) to A(e). The Applicant hereby elects 
species A(a) directed to the thermal conditioning of a cell of claim 1 , with traverse. The 
Examiner's statement that the claims 1, 12, 13, and 14 are mutually exclusive is not 
understood as claims 12, 13, and 14 all include all the steps of claim 1 . Furthermore, the 
Applicant believes it would not be an undue burden on the Examiner to examine all the 
methods claimed. The claims that encompass the elected species include claims 1 to 1 1 . 



The Examiner further requests an election of species B(a) to B(p) for the "component 
material". The Applicant hereby elects species B(a) directed to amino acids and their 
derivatives, with traverse. The division of metabolites into several components is not 
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understood. Furthermore, the Applicant believes it would not be an undue burden on the 
Examiner to examine all component materials. The claims that encompass the elected 
species include claims 12 to 15.
